TIVE third Beok contains all the Travels to be met-with rbrough Great Tartary, Karazm, 
“ibe as, and Tibet, from the Time of Jenghiz Khan; whtch may be reckoned the Era 
of modirn Dycovcries, too Centuries before the Welt and Ealt-Indies were explored by Sea. 

The Congucfs of that great Ravager of Countrits, and bis immediate Succefors, which 
earned all the World, and cpened the Way into Tartary, excited the European, as well as 
Afiatic Princes, 20 difpatch their Ambaffadors into thoft wild, and till then impenetrable, De- 
darts, to treat of Peace, and form Alliances. In thefe Expeditions, none were more forward 
shan the Popes in fending their Miffioners, with a View beth to ftir-up the Vartars againff the 
Mohammedan Princes, and to propagate the Romifh Religtow among them. Although their 
Zeal qwas not attended with the defired Effet, yet to it we owe fome enrious Fournals; which, 
thigh fuil of Fables and Superftisions, will always be valuable for giving Europeans the 
Sift tolerable Idea they had of Tartary, and its various Inkabitants, 

AMONG tlhe Travels which compofe this Book, the moft remarkable are thofe of Rubru- 
quis, Polo she Venetian, the Ambajladors of Shah Rukh, andGerbillon. The firft, defies 
giving a pretty exact Account of the Manners and Cujtoms of the Mongols, or Tartars, with 
feveral curions Particulars relating to the Khins, and their Court, not to be met-with any- 
cubere clje, let us into the Proceedings of the Neftorian, and other Miffioners; who had for 
many Ages abufed Chriftendom with their pretended Convenfions in thefe Parts of Afia, their 
Miracles, Prefter John’s, and other Impoftures. 

TUE Travels of Polo is one of the moft valuable Works of the Kind now in being: For 
although the Remarks which they contain of Countries are generally very fuperficial, and they 
abound with Fables, as well as thofe of bron and the other Friars; yet you find there 
Jonie Account of all the Coafts and Iflands from Madaigatkar to Japan, dijeovired by Sea dy 
thé Portugueze, dyfides rhe inland Parts of China and Tartary, with many others subere they 
aever penetrated, tilt the Fefuits entered China in 1552. The worft of it is, that great Part 
of the Geography of this Author was become fo obfcure, owing chiefly to bis employing the 
Names ufed by Foreigners, inflead of thofe current in the refpeétive Countries, that it pas 
little Service to us Moderns: Eloweuer, by Help of the Relations of Magalbsens Gaubil, 
and otber Authors quoted in the Life of Jenghiz Khan, we have in goad Meafure fupplied 
the Deftét, and rendered him intelligible.

ork Kolume, and it is prefumed the Perufal will convince bim tbat the Calleltor bas perforiied bis 
Promife to improve the Werk as it advanced, However, be is forry to find that this Con- 
dudt of bis did not Deiter the Sale, or remove the Prejudices conceived vary early againft it, 
from the virulent A fperfions thrown-on it by one Rival in Trade (it is the Proprietor who 
now fpeaks) and the almoft-united Intereft of the reft. He hopes, nevertbele/t, that thofe Pre~ 
judices will now fubfide; and that the Book{eller will find bis Account in the Sale of the Wbole, 
which be could not do in that of the Parts. In fort, although the Author has but little Intereft 
farther in the Volumes which are already publifoed, be cannot forbear obferving, that it would 
be Matter of real Mortification to him, if, after all the Pains be bas taken, be foould find bis 
Performance to prove le/s acceptable to bis Countrymen, than it appears to be to Foreigners. 
French ¥ie <THE firft Volume was Jearcely finifbed, when an Advertifement came-cut in the Amiter- 
ime lam Gazette, intimating, that M. Didot, Book/éller at Paris, intended to give a Tranfla- 
tion of the Whole in French, purfuant to the Order of Monfeigneur the Chancellor, by pub- 
Ling one Volume in Quarto* every fix Months. Accordingly at she Time prefixed a.Volume 
was publifbed, by which it appeared that the Editor was M. Antoine Francoife Prevolt, 
(Chaplain to the Prince of Conti) whofe Print is at the Head of the Book. 

IT muft be owned, that no Coft has been [pared to make this Edition beautiful : Some Cuts 
and new Charts alfo bave been added: But the Abbé has iaken feveral Liberties with the 
Original, which it is prefumed will hardly be allowed a Perfon who undertakes to give a 

At Pui, Tranflation of anther Body's Work : For be bas not only omitted a great Number of Pafages 
and Paragraphs of Moment in the Text, befides Abundance of Notes which kave no Relation 
to Religion; but bath added both Text and Notes in very many Places, without diftingnifbing 
fuck Alterations by any Kind of Mark, or Reference, and often blending them fo with the 
‘Original, as not to be eafily feparated ; by which Means the Calleiter is made 10 father a great 
deal of fpurious Wve, and liatle to be blamed for the Faults of another, os well as his avon. 
There are likewife many Places to be found, wherein the Abbé bas fo far miftaken the Senfs 

the Original, as to make tt fpeak direéily contrary to the Meoning of the Author.

With regard to this laft Article, M, Bellin fays, that my» Charts and 
Plans are taken from this Place and the other, without much Choice. J acknowledge the 
Sitft Part of this Charge, but deny the iatter : For I made Choice of the beft J could procure, 
Himfelf, I bope, will vouch for me, fo far as relates to the feven Charts above-mentioned ® , 
which, be fays, are taken from his Charts publifhed fome Years ago, for the Ufe of the 
King’s Ships. If fo, bow came be to alter thofe of the Weftern Coatt of Africa through- 
out®?

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I found the Coofts of Guinea, from Sierra Leona to Benin, reprefented in bis Chart of the 
Scuthern-Ocean very differently from what it is in that of the Weftern-Ocean, publifhed but 
the Year before*. What bis Alterations are, I know not, having mot fecn the Paris Edition : 
But if be altered mine, the Dutch Editors altered bis 5 and in cafe they have followed good 
Authorisics, be myft have altered my Charts for the worfe, fince I find scarce any Difference 
Betwixt theirs and mine. 

HOWEVER that be, I am farprized M. Bellin bas found xo Fault with the other Wiboat 
Charts of the Coafts, from the Cape of Good Hope to that of Komorin, although shere are gnc" 
rather more Alterations from bis ® in them than the former. Are my Charts more correti 
than bis for that Extent?

This loft, in Effet, happens to be the Cafe, with regard to the whole 
Eaftern-Coaft of Africa, from the Cape of Good Hope to Cape Guardafui, which be owns 
to Le taken from the Englith Pilots‘: Yet, in my Charts of that Coaft, T make M, Bellin 
The chief Compliment, referring exprefly to none but bis Chart. If be foould fay, I bad Reafen, 
Lecaufe, although by his Marine-Journals he found them exaét in many Parts, yet in others 
they ftoad in Need of Correétion, swby shen does be claim my Charts as bis own? efpecially 
too as be makes no Scruple to afcribe my Collection of Voyages and Travels to M. Prevolt *; 
pefibly on Account of the Alterations be bas made above-mentioned, or merely, perbaps, for 
tranflating them, 

WITH regard to the leffir Charts, be finds great Fault with shofe I bave given of Te-Finistavie 
neriffe and Madera. I gave them as J found them in our Englith Pilots, without warrant- wire 
ing them. If be has produced better, be may thank bis Situation at the Marine-Office, that —~ 
hath afforded him Helps which, he fays, no Perfon before him ever had, and with which, 
he owns, any-body elfe might have Jucceeded as well as bimfelf *. Will be then blame an Au- 
thor for not giving what be could not come-at, or none had Recourfe to éut M. Bellin? Nei- 
ther need be vaunt, if bis Plan of the City and Road of St. Jago is better than that I bave 
taken from Dampier: Could be bimjelf have produced a better, before be got bis from tbe 
French Engineer‘? The like Queftion may be afted with regard ta bis Pian of the We of 
Goree, and its Fortifications, which was communicated to bim by the Directors of the India 
Company. After all, what are bis two or three Plans in Comparifon of the many produced 
by me, far fuperior to any Thing it was in bis Power to produce ? However, I do not blame 
Mz Bellin for letting our Draughts land, to jhew the Difference between bis and them, or 
the Neceffity there was, that he fhould not copy us blindly. 

M.BELLIN has added two other Charts, one of the Mle of Atguin, and the adjacent sind to his 
Coaft*: The other of the Canary Iles; which lajt, be Jays, is draum from a prodigious®™ 
Number of Remarks, and different from all former Charts". With regard ta theft, be tells 
M.z Prevott, stbat be would be aftonithed at the Errors into which the Authors of them 
have fallen. Among the reft he alledges, that they place Palma and Gomera fourteen Leagucs 
afunder, inftead of eight or nine at moft'. This, no Doubt, is a very great Error: But if 
ix the Number of former Charts, he includes ours of the Wefern-Coaft of Aftica, which in 
that Part (depending on ihe Accuracy of bim and bis Materials) is copied from bis of the 
Weftern-Ocean, it is a Critique on bimfelf: For be there makes the Diftance above twenty 
Leagues.

is placed in bis a Degree higher on the North-Side of the Bay. Could M. Bellin think the 
coarfe Meafures, or Eftimations of Mariners were more to be depended on shan ablual Sur- 
weys, and Situations determined by Aftronomers? Could be think the late Objervations of the 
‘Fefuits on the Coaft of China ses accurate than the unverified Obfervation of the Fofuit Spi- 
nola above an bundred and thirty Years ago, for the Longitude of Nanga-faki >, by which he 
feems to have regulated bis Chart? In cafe he did, ought be not to have marked that Place at 
Teaft, to apologize for bis diffenting fo-widely from thofe Miffoners? Whatever bis Opinion

For this Reafon, in the follow 
ing Account of the Provinces, we have chofen 
to have Recourfe almoft wholly to that found in 
au Halde; which was compiled by thofe who 


snade the ‘above-mentioned Surveys, and confe- b 


guertly had feen every thing they defcribe with 
their own Eyes: However, their Defcription is 
not fo compleat as Martini’s, having defcribed 
only the Cisies of the firft Rank in each Province; 
wher other hath defcended to thofe of the 
feconil and third: Yet, when any of thofe of the 
two luft Ranks appear to be more than ordinary 
remerkable, they tske Care to mention them. 
Martini’s {ccond Book above-mentioned is his 
Sinicee Hiftoria: decas prima, containing the Af- 
fairs of the Empire under its Monarchs from their 
Original to the Time of Chsift. It was firlt 
publithed ae Anjlerdan in 1659, in Octave, To 
this may be added, his Relation of the Conguelt 
of China by the Tartars. He publithed fome o- 
ther Pieces, and afterwards returned to China, 
where he died in 3662.%. 

Tue Work of Magalhuens, the laft of the four 
‘Authors,was publithed at Paris in.688, in Quarto, 
under the ‘Title of Nouvelle Relation de la Chine, 
and the fime Year a Tranilation printed at Lon- 
doi” in O&avo. This Jefuit was of the fame Fa- 
mily with the famous Circummavigator of that 
Name. He underltood the Chine/e Language 
very well, and had travelled over the principal 
Parts of China from 1640 to. 1648, when be was 
carried to Pe-king, “There he {laid twenty-nine 
Years at the Court till his Death, in 16775 without 
ftirring thence, unlefs once that he was fent to Ma- 
au by the Emperor’s Order. ** So that, fays the 
‘ Evitor, although the Defcription which he gives 
*© of the Palace docs not agree with that we 
*¢ find inthe Dusch Embaily to China, yet there 
* js all the Reafon in the World to prefer his 
« Teflimony.”” He makes no Scruple to correét 
Martini, where he knows him to’ be in an Ex- 
ror; and {peaks with Moderation of many other 
‘Things, where the Authors bad ftretched too far 
in their Remarks.

We learn from his Life, written 
Buglio* the Jefuit, bis infeparable C.

He cfcuped feveral Dangers in the firit Years of 
his Miffion in China, ‘The firft Time was with- 
in two Years after his Entrance into the Empire, 
when being in the Province of Se-chen with 
Buglio, the Bonzas accufed them of Rebellion ; 
and the chief Mandarin, fearing a Revolt, or- 
dered them to be baftonaded : But they efeaped 
by the Protection of other Mandarins. Short! 
alter, he with other Miffioners fell into the Hands 
of that bloody Rebel Chang Ayen chung, who at 
firft paid them much Refpeét: But on their Pe- 
iti ire, he ordered them to be cut in 
Pieces; which Sentence had been executed but 
¢ for the Intcrceffion of his chicf General, who 

was his adopted Son. At the Beginning of the 

Regency of Kang fi’s four Guardians, having 

been accufed by fome Footmen belonging to a 

Chriftian Mandarin, who was put-out of his Em- 

ployment, that he had given Prefents in Favour 











of their Mafter, he was twice put to the Rack, ti Sif 


by fqueezing both his Feet in a Prefs, a dreadful 
‘Torture, and then condemned to be ftrangled : 
But the Regents, as well for that he was a Stran- 

d ger, as becaufe they were fatisfied of his Inno- 
cence, acquitted him, ‘Three Years after, in the 
great Perfecution which all the Miffioners fuffer- 
ed, he was apprchended with others at Pe-ing, 
and loaded for four Months with nine Chains *, 
three about his Neck, three about his Arms, and 
three about his Legs. He was alfo condemned 
to have forty Lathes, and to be banifhed for Life 
into Tartary ; Bur a great Earthquake, fays our 
Author, which happened at that Time‘, freed

4 general View of China: Its Name, Situation, 
and Extent, Soil and Produce. Trade and 
Curiofitie.

T is doubtful whence the Name of China 
came to Hurvpeans, as not being ufed by the 

fatives. Magalbaens oblerves, that, in Bengal, 
it is called Chin; and Navarette thinks, that 
Name obtained there on Account of the Silk 
which is called Chin. The firft of thofe Authors 
judges it might be derived from the Family of 
‘Chin, which reigned one hundred and fixty-nine 
‘Years after Chrif's or, rather, from that of Sin, 
or Tfin, which governed two hundred and fc 
fix before the Giritian fra. This feems 1 
more probable of the two, becaufe Tjin-fbi 
wwhang-tiy its Founder, having, by his Fleets, 
conquered Bengal, the Greeks, among whom we 
find it foon after, might have brought it from 
India. 

MAGALHAENS fays, the Weltern Tartars 
call China, and the Chinefe thenvlelves, Hara 
Kitay*, or Black Barbarians, from them the 
Ruffians name it Kitay ; But, that the Inhabitants 
af the Kingdom of Scbemalaha >, who are Mo. 
bammedans, bordering on Shen-/i; thole of Tumet 
‘or Tibet, and the People of the Kingdom of 
U-fan-quey, bordering on Se-chwen, corrupting 
the Word, call it Katey ; So the Merchants of 
Indeffan name it Katayo®. But it mutt be ob- 
ferved, that Kitay, or Kotay, was a Name given 
by the Afongols, or Moguls, only to the North

‘or, the old Gatys It is alfo called the Tartar 
City, becaule the Houfes are diftributed among 
the Tartars; as were likewile the Lands about it, 
and the Cities, within a certain Diltance, exempr 
from Taxes and Tribute, when the prefent Fa- 
mily was eftablifhed on the Throne. “The fecond 
is called Sineching, or, the mew City; it may be 
termed, the new Chinefe City, becaufe, on the 
above Occafion, Part of the Ghine/e retired to it 
‘out of the other, which is by much the better 
peopled of the two #. 

LE COMTE ays, this Chins City is belt 
inhabited: That they built it on being driven

Tue infinite Multitudes of People who throng 
thefe Streets, without one Woman, and the Con- 
fulion caufed by the furprizing Number of Horfes, 
Cattle, and Carriages, is aftonifhing: Perfons of 
Diftingtion would be ftopped every Moment, if 
they had not a Horfeman to go-before and call to 
the Paflengers to make Way. Pcople are carried 
through the Streets in Chairs by Men, or more 
ufually on Horfeback. One may fometimes hire

‘Tue Streets have their refpedtive Names, and 
the faireft of all, is that called Chang ngan Aya), 
or The Street of perpetual Repofé, already de- 
feribed*. But the Houfes bear no Proportion to 
the Beauty of the Streets, being neither well- 
built, nor high enough. All the public Struc- 
tures, except the Emperor's Palace, are fo mean, 
that it would be abfurd to give that Name to the 
Noblemens Houfes, being but one Story high, 
like alk the reft: Yet the great Number of A- 
partments for themfelves and Domeltics makes 
tome Amends for thcir Want of Beauty and Mag- 
nificence; which is owing to apolitical Cuftom 
rather than the Inclination of the Chine/e, who 
love Expence and Grandeur.

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‘The Geogre-formerly indlofed with three Walls; that the 
Poy outermoft was fixteen long Leagues in Gompals 5 
Yantms and that fome Works of it are ftill to be feen, 
fajin looking more like the Bounds of a Province than 
aCity. The Things remarkable there, accord- 
ing to him, are the Kyang, the Porcelain Tower, 
the Obfervatory, and the Bells. Of the two 
firft fomething has been already fpoken *, and 
more will be faid hereafter.

‘Tue principal Forces of the Tartars, defigned- 


for the Defence of the North of Ghina, are in 
Garifon here, under a Zjjan-Ayun, or General 
of their Nation; who, with his Soldiers, inha- 
bit one Part of the City, feparated from the reft 
by a Wall. ‘The People of the Country are 
more robuft, brave, hardy, and even raller than 
clewhere ; which renders its Militia more formi- 
dable than thofe of almoft all the other Pro+ 
vinces. 

Tue Mountains of the Territory of Si-ugan 
(filare very agreeable, and abound with Game ; 
‘as well a3 that Sort of Bats, as big as Pullets, 
fpoken of before. They alfo afford a Kind of 
white Earth, highly valued by the Ladies; who, 
infuling it in Water, ufe it to whiten the Com-

2, YEN-NGAN FU is ficuate on the Yen-be, 
in an agreeable Plain. It has, within its Walls, 
a pretty high Hill, remarkable for the fine Build~ 
ings that are upon it. Its Mountains diftil a bi- 
tuminous Liquor, which they call Oil of Stone, 
and ufe for Lamps. 

‘Tue Country is very rich in Martins, Sables, 
and other choice Furs.” It abounds likewife with 
all Sorts of fine Marble; and produces, almoft 
every-where, thofe Shrubs, already deferibed, 
which produce the Rofe-like Flowers, reared with 
fo much Care in the Gardens of the Grandees.

. KING-YANG FU * has always been 
looked on as a Barrier againft the Incurfion of 
the Tartars. . The deep Ditches incompaifing it, 
and its ftrong Walls; the River, that almoft fur- 
rounds it; and the Forts, built from Space to 
Space, joined to the Mountains and Rivers, by 
which it is, as it were, inclofed, render it a Place 
of great Strength. 

fae Diftrict is very fruitful. It produces a 
certain Herb named Kin-f, that is, Gilded Silt ; 
which is confidered as an excellent Remedy ; alfo 
a Kind of Beans, affirmed to be an admirable 
Specific againft all Sorts of Poifon. 

ALTHOUGH Lanachew is only of the fecond 
Rank, and depends on the former, yet it is the 
Capital of this Weftern Part, and Seat of the 
Governor becaule, being near the great Wall, 
and principal Gates in the Welt, Succours are 
eafily fent from hence to the Soldiers, who de- 
fend the Entrance. ‘Though not large, it is the 
beft City to be met with on the Yellow River. 
Its Trade confifts principally in Skins, which 
come from Tartary, by Way of Sining and To~ 
pa; alfo in woollen Stuffs, whereof a Kind of 
fine Serge, named Kii-zhong, is moft efteemed ; 
being nigh as dear as the common Satin, but very 
ful ee to be Moth-eaten; the coarfer Sort is 
called Ke-he. There is another Stuff, called Pe- 
zheng, made of fhort-teazed Hair; but dear, and 
fubjeét to the fame Inconvenience. The Adyew- 
zhong, made of Cow's Hair, is coarfe, and almoft 
as thick as Kerfy. Laftly, the Tye-be-myen, made 
of Thread and Worfted; but not fo fubftantial 
and clofely woven as our Linfey-woolfey. After 
all, Lan-chew is not reckoned a sich City in 
China», 

Amon the fortified Places-in this Province, 
for defending the great Wall, befides Si-ning and 
To-pa, beforcementioned, may be reckoned Se 
Peau Risrtan, Ean chcts, Lanteetesi, Ningy 
hya-wey, and Yueling-wey. At thele Places Ge~ 
neral-Officers are pofted with T: : He who 
refides at Xan-chew being Generaliiimo. ‘This 
City and So-chew are very confiderable. In the

Si-ning chew is not large, but exceeds 
Ning-bya in Trade; on which Account To-pa, 
though only a Borough, is of more Worth than
